Enclosed herewith for the Bureau and Sacramento is 

one copy each of a letter written by sybject to NANCYREAGAN , 

wife of Presidential candidate RONAL EAGAN. This idtter was dated 
7/18/68 and was received from SA LARRY NEWMAN, U. S. Secret 

Service, San Francisco, Calif., on 8/7/68. NEWMAN indicated 

that his office had received the letter a week or more prior 


to furnishing it to the FBI and that a review of the letter 
indicated no real threat had been made to Mrs. REAGAN. 





NEWMAN stated that the letter had been furnished to 
his office by Secret Service Headquarters with instructions to 
furnish it to the FBI and that his office contemplated no 
additional investigation at this time.

On the second day of the meeting, at which 
California Governor Ronald Reagan was present, a Vietnam- 
born student at UCSC Stevenson College, Ho Nguyen , presented 
three proposals to the Board of Regents. These” proposals, 
according to the October 18, 1968 edition of the "Santa 
Cruz Sentinel", a newspaper published daily in Santa Cruz, 

. California, were concerned with support for a proposed 

‘Maleolm X College at UCSC; that the Regents favor a boycott 
of California table grapes on University of California campuses; 
and a protest against earlier action by,the Board of Regents 
restricting the number of lectures by outside speakers on 
University of California campuses. The "Press", a UCSC 
student newspaper, on October 18, 1968, identified Rich

According to Santa Cruz, California Chief of Police » 
Geno J. Pini (NA), Governor Reagan held a press conference at 
the conclusion of the meeting, at which there were 200 to 300 
demonstrators. He advised that the Governor was verbally 
attacked with insults and profanity and at one point’ was struck 
by an unknown person. He stated that the Governor immediately 
struck back, and when he was asked by Chief Pini if he needed 
This document contains neither recommendations nor conclusions 
of the FBI.

This letter was generally rambling and incoherent, 


loud with obscenities and expressing the feeling that unknown 
persons were trying to kill at the direction of 
California Governor Ronald Reagan. exclaimed, in this 


letter, that "You white dogs ain't no good and you can't be 
trusted to live .. . God will get you if I don't... Leave 

me alone. Stay away from me. And call off your hench-mans ... 
This is the last warning . .. I will get you all yet." 


Mr. Casey also advised that by memorandum dated 
May 6, 1969, from Doctor R. G. Lerner, Staff Psychiatrist, CMF, 
that| was diagnosed as having an antisocial personality 
with recurrent short-lived paranoid episodes. It was recom- 
mended that he, accordingly, be treated with psychiatric segre- 
gation and chemotherapy. 


Mr. Casey further advised that by communication dated 
January 24, 1969, Doctor Dale K. Buche set forth the results of 
a psychiatric examination he performed ——— January 21, 
1969, It was Doctor Buche's finding that as criminally 
insane and that he should accordingly be transferred to a psy- 
chiatric type corrective institution.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Thank you for granting me the privilege of appearing before 
you. My request to come was prompted by the crises brought about 
by ucsD Chancellor William McGill's decision to rehire Dr. Herbert 


Marcuse. Admittedly, I have come in the Hope that some words I 


aay will datiuence you to veto this decision and use your power 


to prevent like disasters from occuring in the future. 

Now, disaster is a strong word but, in the context of the 
times in which we live, when the campus is pee rapidly converted 
to a battleground, I doubt if the term iS overdrawn. The world 
over, University campuses are being used as revolutionary launch- 
ing pads. This is not merely the hysterical opinion of one Assembly- 
man. It is a grim fact of life attested to by every issue of every 


current newspaper and on every newscast. Within-the year, in Mexico, 


“students took to trenches around the National University; in France 


students started a sequence of events that nearly toppled the govern- 
ment; in Japan, students engaged in a pyrotechnic rampage of appall- 
ing proportions; and so on, around the glcbe. 

Our own battlefields are well known-~among others, Columbia, 
Duke, the University.of Wisconsin, ae to our sorrow, California. 
In every case, demands (some legitimate, some not) are accompanied 
by intimidation and violence by those who tis, as has been said, 
quick to claim ‘rights; * yet refuse to grant them; who worship 
dissent, yet tolerate none; and who, by the weapon of mass inter- 


ference, impose their own brand of censorship. 
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Thus, events force us to look at this Situation squarely 
and ask ourselves what are our responsibilities? What is your 
ceuponstwaniey as Regents? What is my responsibility as a legis- 
lator? Our responsibility is the same. We must find out why the 
measures taken have not improved the campus situation. There is 
a Simple answer, and I believe it is because they were not the 
right measures. Almost consistently, symptoms have received treat- 
ment, not the dpaeage fesere: Incredibly, the measures taken have 
first, generally ignored the fact that. catse has effect (which, if 
you will pardon the expression, Emerson called "the chancellors of 
God"). Second, blithly sidestepped the notion that ideas can have 
consequences, and third, that somebody te Seeconeieie for actions. 
Again, if you will excuse the expression, there has been little or. 
no "relating." The case of Marcuse is a prime example. 

On the one hand, the so-called New Left worships Marcuse 
as part of its trinity. "Marx, Marcuse, and Mao" is the battle 
cry and wherever Marcuse goes, trouble follows. Marcuse is no man 
of mystery. He has made no secret of what he believes either in 
his writing or in his speeches. And, unfortunately, there are those 
who mistake this visibility for his being the less dangerous. 

Late last year, Marcuse shared a New Left platform in New 
York with black eegeiuttoneny: H. Rap Brown; S.D.S. Leader Carl 
Ogilve; folk Singer Pete Seeger; and William Rose, acting general | 
manager of the national vedi cal newspaper, Guardian. On this occasion, 
Marcuse called for the sabotage of U. S. society and told the leftists 
to develop political guerrilla forces. He said small z20cal groups, 
operating independently of each other, can encourage political fave 


ment and can associate themselves with restless students, racial 
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: Stull — 
disorders and other disturbances to foster what he calls "true 
socialist traditions." These traditions, he said, are being built 
in Communist Cuba, Communist China, and in Vietnam. 

During a panel discussion of Columbia University riots, Mar- 
cuse said his definition or. Ganeeiaey included the "forcible 
occupation of buildings and the invasion of private property as a 
part of the democratic process." 

In a book called "A Critigue of Pure Tolerance," Marcuse says 
that people confused about politics don't really know how to use 
freedom of speech correctly--turning such freedom into "an instru- 
ment for absolving servitude," so that "that which is radically evil 
now appears as good." They employ their freedom for improper purposes. 
Having established this premise, Marcuse recommends "the withdrawal 
of toleration of speech and assembly from groups and movements which 
promote aggressive policies, armament, chauvinism, racial and 
religious discrimination, or which oppose the extension of public 
services." He says that the correct sei Veeal attitude is one of 
"intolerance against movements from the right and toleration of 


| movements from the left." He proposes, in short, leftwing dictator- 


| ship. 

, And along these lines, he has made a case for what he terms 

"socially useful destructiveness." This thesis is expressed in his 
book, "One Dimensional Man.” Here he ahandons the proletariat as 


the medium for the desired social upheaval and instead, finds much 
promise in students and the “oppressed" minorities. And what would 


come after the revolution? Marcuse says it will be ruled by an 





elite and majority rule would be replaced by the “morality" of a 
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presumably infallible minority. So it goes, almost endlessly. 

All this notwithstanding, on cnatathex hand, we are told 
by Chancellor McGill that Marcuse has been rehired because he is 
an eminent scholar, he ne one of the leading philosophers in the 
world coday, and "was not found to be subversive." With no comment 
on the possible criteria used in reaching these conclusions, we find 
a form of schizophrenia imposed on Marcuse. What they say he does 
on campus is separated from what he is. 

The community is asked to believe that Marcuse's mere pres- 
ence is not a revolutionary factor; that his clarion call to arms 
for the destruction of the Republic has no bearing on whether he 
1s on the payroll of the state; that what he does in the eisesroon, 
is not related to what he does out of it. I maintain that it is 
not possible to separate Marcuse the teacher from Marcuse the 
revolutionary. The weird reasoning that tries to separate him from 
what he is, is tantamount to saying Jack the Ripper makes a neat 

* incision and this is more important than the fact he is a murderer. 
Ergo, the thing to consider in giving the Ripper a job is that he 
makes a neat incision. 

Marcuse iS a cause. 

Campus violence is an effect. 

It is nothing short of peaseon ae think otherwise and in 
this given situation, this is an expensive delusion. 


Therefore, most seriously, I ask you not to renew Marcuse's 





contract. And, because his action regarding rehiring Marcuse, 
makes him an accessory before the fact of further campus violence, 
I ask you to relieve William McGill as Chancellor of the University 


of California. At this point, we cannot tolerate those who advocate 
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violence such as Marcuse nor those such as McGill who underwrite it. 
None of this is occurring in a vacuum. Responsibility for disorder 
can and must be fixed or it will never be eliminated. 

The argument is advanced that a philosophical balance in the 
departments will eliminate the threat of Marcuse. I can only say 
that although balance is desirable and possible in some cases, Marcuse 
is a star and he cannot be balanced by the cast, whoever they are. 

I also maintain that the issues of academic freedom and freedom of 
speech do not apply here as no society is required to finance its 
own destruction. 

Nothing less than the fate of the university itself is at 
stake Nesaaads obviously, it cannot long endure with this sontanene 
pressure both from within and without. The increasing violence and 
disorder within will inevitably be met by a public without, who, one 
way or another, will simply choke off funds or resort to other drastic 
steps. Then, this magnificent university system which has been a 
hundred years a~building will wither and die. This in no sense is 
a threat. It is Spnsiy an obvious corclusion, 

What Marcuse contemptuously calls "reactionary political 
pressure" is not otherwise than the will of the people of California. 
Make no mistake--the will of the people is not to employ persons who 
seek to replace this Republic with a dictatorship, such as Marcuse 
advocates. Nor do the people, as I said before, crave to finance 
their own deStruction, even, if in some quarters, its architect, is 
considered an eminent philosopher. The people also know that what 
is happening on the campus today can spill out into all of our lives 
tomorrow and our way of life will be gone. 
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In a speech made by President Howard R. Bowen, president of 
my alma mater, the University of Iowa, he quoted recently, "When 
liberty destroys order, the hunger for order will destroy liberty." 
He continued, "The eventual outcome of our strife in the cities and 
on the campuses of the nation, 1£ it does not abate, will be some 
form of facism." 

A dictatorship is exactly what Marcuse wants. I do not. 

I cannot support any blueprint for change which potentially includes 
bullets as a method. We have ballots for se eeeiiag change. I urge 


you to act to remove the threats I have enumerated from our system.

Having failed once, the 
Personal Circus petitioned 
the administration with more 
than 100 signatures.

would not register the Circus, 


then it would meet anyway, 


underground, without formal 
permission. The administra- 
tion has agreed to send an 
observer to the next meeting. 

“But can they really un- 
derstand what we’re trying to 
do?” asks one of the mem- 
bers. 
“I dunno,” answers Tom 
Peifer. “Look at the trouble 
we're having at our ages. It’s 
pretty difficult to cure 18 
years of mind screw.”

secretary who calls Marcuse’s secretary who 
promises to check with the professor himself. 
Back through the same chain comes the 
message: yes. But I will have to pick up a 
special pass af Marcuse’s office first. The doors 
to the lecture ‘al! are monitored. 

Marcuse’s office is above the campus library, 
light and airy and staffed by an attractive blond 
secretary. No place to conduct conspiracies. 

My pass is a green picce of paper with purple 
print, hand-lettered in blue. Lettered is my 
name and the underlined purase, ONE-TIME 
Y GNU, As i thenk 8 sseretery, it walks a 
slightly-stooped, gray-haired sparrow of a man 
who starts to pour himself a cup of coffee from 
an urn in the corner. The secretary smiles at me 
and nods at him, meaning Dr. Marcuse is 
among us. When he turns to face her with his 
coffee, she introduces me. 

We shake hands, and he asks if I have any 
“devices” with me. I have no idea what he 
means but I open my briefcase so that he can 
look inside where there are only pads and 
pencils. He explains that he meant recording 
equipment. And then, in a soft, paternal voice 
he apologizes. He is embarrassed for having 
asked and I am embarrassed too. 

His course called “The Present Age” meets in 
the basement of the Humanities Building. 
Indeed, there are graduate student guards at the 
doors of the 250-seat auditorium and I must 
flash my ONE-TIME ONLY pass at them to 
enter. 

The room is fan-shaped and full. An 
American flag stands behind the lectern. The 
students are predominantly freshmen, mostly 
clean cutters by the lengths of hair and skirts. 
Dr. Marcuse comes in a few minutes after the 
hour and his first remark is a request: “Would 
you please not smoke in this room. There have 
been many complaints. So repress. Repress.” 
He rolls his “R’s” and the students giggle over 
repression while the philosopher wipes his 
glasses. The kids lean forward, expectantly. 

Today's lecture is basic Freud, all about 
man’s instinctive need for pleasure versus 
civilization’s restraint and repression of plea- 
sure. Marcuse walks as he talks, constantly 
taking off his glasses and wiping them. He is 
cordial enough but hardly rousing as he 
describes the primal horde and goes on to define 
ego, id and superego. 
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Time to fife and time to sleep in the quad. 


From time to time, says Marcuse, the 
primordial force breaks through the repressions 
of civilization; sons may band together, as in the 
primal horde, to revolt against the father. 
Witness the generation gap. 

The pimpled boy next to me snickers. I scowl 
at him. He looks surprised and turns to his 
notes, At last I have intimidated a student. 

Marcuse continues: man’s basic drives are sex 
and aggression. Both are in constant antago- 
nism. There is no such thing as a self- 
preservation instinct; the need for pleasure 
supercedes self-preservation. Then, stifl using 
the same mild tone, stll wiping his glasses, 
Marcuse concludes, “Aggression in man must 
sooner or later destroy him—as we shall see 
next time.” 

The guru of the revolution is a gentle, 
repressed personality, I realize. Certainly less 
aggressive than his critics. 


z walk out of Humanities into the plaza just 
before noon. The TNC—Tuesday Ninth 
Committee—table is in its usual place, this time 
manned by a student in frayed buckskin. I still

I walked onto the UC San Diego campus and 
immediately saw larger-than-life faces of folk 


.__selebrities staring down at me: Bob Dylan, W. 


_ C. Fields, Che Guevara, Sophia Loren. They 
were pasted on high-rise dormitory windows, 
sharing glass space with other posters, bumper 
strips, cutouts, collages and tempera paintings. 

A nude in shocking pink was painted into a 
window as if she were sitting on its sill. A 
political. message read: “Citizens for Boysenber- 
ry Jam.” Another window said: “God bless the 
pil.” An eloquent sign language flourishes all 
over the University of California, San Diego 
branch. It flashes from bulletin boards and 
kiosks. It shrieks between buildings. 

The sign language permits Argo Hall for men. 
to communicate with Blake Hall for women— 
the facing windows of the two large dormitories 
are dressed in social comment instead of 
curtains. 

I walked through the Argo-Blake message 
center onto the main campus plaza, an open 
space the size of a city block surrounded by 
massive modern architecture. There was a solid 
geometry of classroom buildings to the north 
and east; a big library-humanities building. to 
the south, complete with ramps and concrete- 


lined moat; residence halls to the west. It was © 


powerful and formal and, at mid-morning, 
almost completely empty. I felt like the only 
character in a modern version of Last Year at 

Marienbad—dwarfed by pattern and perspec- 
tive. 

I could hear high fidelity rock from several 
dormitory rooms at a time; it was louder-than- 
life background music for the outsized faces in 
the windows. At six-story Argo, the Rolling 
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I sat on a wood bench and waited for some 
activity. And just before noon, people began to 
ppear—some of them hauling card tables and 
‘bulletin boards into the plaza to recruit for 
A ‘ea. Various campus organizations. I wandered over 


message: “Cadre J will meet Thursday, 7:15 in 
the Revelle dormitory parking lot—we are 
“merging temporarily with Cadre D.” | 

“What does TNC stand for?” I asked a girl at 
the TNC table with a textbook in her hands. © 

She looked up, large blue eyes beneath a 
sheepdog hairdo. She said, ‘“Tuesday Ninth 
Committee,” and then went back to her book. 

“Oh,” I said. ‘And what’s that? What are the 
cadres?” 

“I'm sorry, I can’t talk,” she answered, this 
time keeping her eyes in her text. “I have a mid- 
term. Maybe you can come back later when 
there’s someone here.” 

I walked away thinking UCSD is a 
remarkable place, where you hardly see people 
and when you finally do, they say a re not 

really there. 


I found other symbolic signs of sanapak life by 
going indoors. I almost stepped on a spaghetti- 
haired boy at Atlantis, one of SIX low-rise 
residence halls behind Argo. He was. “sprawled

studying while connected to a large headset 
which was attached to a wire which led through 
a doorway to a phonograph Playing | in his room. 
The plugged-in man. 

I apologized. “S’okay,” he said. “I can’t study 
if there’s quiet.” 

I didn’t see any seudents’ in the De Anza Hall 
lounge. but there were two notices on the 
blackboard: “Will the individual(s) who has 
(have) been terrorizing this bulletin board con- 
tact Don Betts in Rm. 406 before he contacts 
you?” Just under that threat, in a different 
handwriting, came a very lewd but very funny 
suggestion for Betts. 

I looked up Dana Pippin at Argo Hall. He’s a 
clear-eyed, clean-chinned freshman from Los 
Angeles whose parents are friends of mine. 
Pippin showed me his room, a cubicle hardly 
larger than a walk-in closet. Three beds 
crammed the walls, a single decker and a 
double-decker, with aisle-space in between. The 
lower bunk had drapes all- around it like a 
pullman berth. 

“It’s the school work,” explained Pippin. “My 
roommate wants the privacy. I have another 
friend who's a biology major; he has to stay up 
all night every two nights just to keep up with 
the workload. This place is very tough and, as 
you can see, it’s very crowded.” 

I talked to some more students and heard 
them agree: UCSD is a place of pressure. 

The environment is one pressure. This five- 
year-old university grows atop 1,000 acres 
across Torrey Pines Mesa, overlooking the 
Pacific and the town of La Jolla. The ocean is 
handy for surfing and sailing but the community 
—full of rich people and retired people—is 
sometimes hostile to students in its midst. “This 
neighborhood,” complained one boy wearing

Pre Sociology of Every- 
day Life” convenes in a 
nearby hut and I wander over 
to see whether students can 
turn the everyday into the 
cosmic as quickly as they 
brought the cosmic down to 
everyday. 

But this is an entirely 
different physical setup: lar- 
ger classroom, ordered rows 
of chairs, some 50 students. 
This is a lecture. And al- 
though the subject is interest- 
ing enough and the instructor 
is lucid enough, there are 
four students sleeping before 
the class is 20 minutes old.

brown slacks. Sleepers are 
themselves a distraction and I 
find myself beginning to 
agree with the students who 
scream for participation in 
the learning process. 

The instructor winds up 
with a discussion of private 
morality versus public mora- 
lity, marijuana being an 
example. Many people who 
smoke pot, says the lecturer, 
privately believe it to be 
harmless and_ pleasurable. 
But they play safe and smoke 
secretly because there’s still a 
law against marijuana. So 
public morality, which is the 
law, often outlives its usefnl- 
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hut, across the old Marine 
base, over the pedestrian

A student complains that 
this is typical faculty deci- 
siveness.

They 
talk about it while they do it 
and. at UCSD they even post 
notices about it. 

On the way off the campus 
I took one last look at the 
residence hall complex. 
There was a window I hadn’t 
stared at before. “Sex before 
finals,” it said. Just one more 
outside experiment before 
academic judgment day.

ae Some weeks | ‘ago, on this program, ‘I told of the eatived F.B.1I. agent who 
openings, and so forth in order to get a line on the revolutionary Weatherman 
organization. : 
| All of this took place several years ago before the agent, John Kearney, 
had retired. It seems that Mr. Kearney had done nothing that wasn't standard 
operating procedure at this time. And certainly, the best interests of our 
people and the nation called for knowing, in advance, what activities were 
being planned by the Weatherman activists. 

It is hard to understand how the Justice Department thinks the interest 
of the nation will be served by proceeding with this after-the-fact prosecution 
of a man who served his country and his fellow citizens honorably and well. 

The Attorney General, himself, has expressed sorrow about the case, which 

makes one wonder why he doesn't drop the whole thing. He has even, declared 

that John Kearney will face ruin even if he's found innocent, because his entire 
_ life savings will be used up in his defense against the charges. 

This charging of an F.B.I. agent with a crime for carrying out orders 
has reduced -- to zero -- the morale of every agent. The Bureau, a proud service 
with a unique record, is being treated as if it were some kind of "secret police", 
guilty of harassing and persecuring the law-abiding. Personally, I don't know 
of any governmental agency more entitled to the respect and gratitude of the 
American people. 

It has guarded eeedaee sabotage in times of war, carried on a tireless 
crusade against organized crime and aided local law enforcement in every way 
possible. Now, in a climate of fear, mistrust and hysteria, not cnly the Bureau, 
but police intelligence of every kind, has been attacked as somehow threatening 
us with a police state. ‘It is in this climate that former agent John Bee EGY 
is being prosecuted. 

When I spoke of this bareee. I closed the broadcast expressing the hope 
that.a committee to come to the aid of John Kearney would be formed go I. could 
contribute to his defense fund. Well, that hope has been realized and there is 
such a committee. 

Former United States Senator James Buckley, former United States 
Ambassador Clare Booth Luce and former Secretary of the Treasury William Simon 
are writing letters asking for help to finance the "Citizen's Legal Defenses 
Fund for the F.B.J.".

| "Assemblyman JOHN BURTON, CDC president; led the 

fight to include all Democratic clubs to the endorsing convention 
& not just members of the CDC: JOHN BURTON stressed the point 
that this is the year to beat REAGAN, as governor of California, 
and that all forces were needed in order to praner cor the defeat 
of RONALD REAGAN, 
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"Minority assembly Leader JESS UNRUH, almost unanimously 
was endorsed for governor of California: A resolution was pre- 
sented & adopted; calling on everyone to rally around & support 
JESS UNRUH, for governor of California, 


"EDMUND G, BROWN, JR. was endorsed for secretary of 
State: MILTON GORDON, was endorsed for state treasurer, 


. "Me three candidates running against incumbent MAX 
' RAFFERTY; all called for unity around the front runner in the 
June 2, 1970 Prim@ary in order to defeat MAX RAFFERTY in the 
November, 1970 elections. 


"State Senator ALFRED ALQUIST, was endorsed for Lt. 
Governor against CECILIA PEDROZA, who was not favorable because 
of support for mayor Yorty, against TOM BRADLEY, for mayor of 
Los Angeles, Calif. | 


“PAUL JACKSON reported that the CDC convention 
urged that there be an increase of actions against the Herald 
Examiner's Lock-out; that all paper be boycotted & all products 
advertised in the Herald Examiner's paper also be boycotted. 


"The CDC convention condemned Police Bruitality against 
the Black Panthers, and Black people as a whole; and also the Chicano 
people: The convention bitterly opposed WHITE RACISM: The 
convented voted to support the increase of pensions; and support 
the question of insurance & medical care for those hurt on jobs. 


“The CDC convention supported the right to organize & 
strike; and also voted to condemn the war in Vietnam: 


"U.S, Senator ALAN CRANSTON, who spoke at the openine 
session of the CDC convention, condemned president NIXON & the U.S. 
poSition with fighting troops in 'Laos'; which lhe aecoused the 
NIXON administration of peer aaoee in much the same way as the U.5. 
escatated in Vietnam. 


. "A brief discussion followed the reports on the CDC 
convention; the discussion rendered was in favor of the platform 
& policy of the CDC convention, 
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"oP. dues & monthly sustainers were collected by 
WALTER GRACE; the club's organizational Secty.

| YIPPIE leader, Jerry RUBIN, spoke at San Fernando State College on 
4-17-70 1200 hours to a crowd of approximately 1,200 persons.

DETAILS OF REPORT: 


On 4-17-70 1200 hours Yippie leader Jerry RUBIN, who is one of the defendants 
in the Cnicago Conspiracy Trial, gave a speech at San Fernando Valley State 
College. He freely used obscenities and started chanting "Fuck Ronald Reagan’ 
At this time an effigy was burned which had the names of Ronald Reagan, Max. 
Hafferty and Judge Juilus Hoffman painted on it. RUBIN further stated that 
the colleges were a concentration camp that destroys minds and that all studen 
Should line up the professors against the wall and cut their heads off. He 
urged the crowd to do what ever was necessary to literate the black man where- 
ever repression is coming down. He continued by saying that "The same thing 
that is happening to Bobby Seale (who is one of the defendants in the Chicago 
Conspiracy Trial) is happening right here at Valley State to your black 
brothers." RUBIN predicted that the United States will fall and the YIPPIE 
philosophy will prevail and save the richest country in the world from 
collapsing. | 





Once the YIPPIES have inherited the earth their number one objective will be 
"To murder. all the parents, then demand everything and not stop until we get 
ta 
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RUBIN also commented that the recent epee Conspiracy Trial was typical of 
American justice, 


there was a crowd of approximately 1,000 to 1,200 people in attendance who 
were mostly students from S.F.V.S.C. with a few high school students and 
administrative personnel from the college. Also in attendance were the news 
media. 


After RUBIN completed his talk, Tom HAYDEN, the founder of SDS and also a 


member of the Chicags Conspiracy Trial, he spske on the issues of morality of 
the Viet Nam war. 
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It was apparent that Jerry RUBIN was attempting to get the cnowd to 
pet emotionally involved but the crowd did not seem to respond to any 
great degree.

The crowd started to break up as soon as Tom HAYDEN had finished his 
talk. 


H. Tom HAYDEN which is not the same Tom HAYDEN as the SDS founder, but 
who represents the right as compared to the leftist views of jthe other 
fom HAYDEN spoke on the Viet Nam issue but received a cold reception 
from the crowd that remained. 


After both Tom HAYDENS had completed their speeches a Dr. Melvin MEYER 
a Journalism professor at the University of Massachusetts, spoke to 
the remaining group of people in attendance and stated that the "The 


revolution is overdue.” He said, “It isn't a matter of systems but 
men. You are young and will wage it or win it. My object is| to 
pursuade you to wage a revolution not a rebellion." He critilzed campus 


violence and suggested as a replacement a demand for improvement of a 
already debased education.

LOR FREEDOM 
away from the main body of the demonstration and pity. Source 


joined the demonstration on the steps of City Hall ‘as Jerry 

RUBIN began speaking. Jerry RUBIN first led the group in chanting, 
"Free Bobby Seale" and the group took up this chant for approximate 
two or three minutes. He next lead the group in chanting, "F--- 
Sam YORTY" and the group took up this chant for two or three 
seconds. He went into the same type of chant for Ronald REAGAN 

and President NIXON, 


He then progeeded to relate the events of the Conspiracy trial. 
During this time he made mockery of the courts, the legal system 
and the government. He repsatedly made defamatory remarks against 
Judge Julius HOFFMAN. He stated that if anything was done to 
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Bobby SEALE, for example the Government is. going to try to 
electrocute Bobby SEALE in September, there will not be a 
oollege, university or high school in this country that will 
be left standing. He also told that he had been warmed not 
bo cross state lines. He said he didn't understand what 
state lines were and that he was going to go back to the 
Convention in Chicago in 1970. 


He stated that KUNSTLER was the matin revolutionary in the 
United States. He told the group that he had just received 
news that there was a riot in Berkley which was going on at 
this moment. He got a great deal of applause. He also stated 
that there was a Bank of America which had been burned down 
this day. This also drew a great deal of applause. He said 
that he was going to Santa Barbara on April 16 and from there 
he would be going to U C Berkley. He touched on Timothy O'LEARY 
and said that for everyone of us that is put in jail, there 

is a group of us out on the streets. Timothy O'LEARY was sent 
to jail for smoking pot, and for being in possession of three 
aticks of marijuana. Where were the pot smokers on the street? 
They should organize for Timothy O'LEARY. 


He spoke of Bobby SEALE'S trial which is coming up in New Haven, 
Connecticut and said that New Haven was not responsible, but 
that Yaie University was responsible. He stated we wouid be 
going to Yale (source unable to obtain exact date--elther May 2 
or 3). He said that revolution was on the street. He spoke 
against the Police Department referring to them as pigs and said 
pigs have to go, 


He stated that we in the movement are everything our mothers and 
fathers wanted us not to be. They wanted us to take baths-~ 

we wern't going to take baths. He stated that he was fed up 
with people coming up and saying, "Hi Jerry, we hope you don't 
have to go back to jail again--we support you Jerry--we are 
behind you." He repeated again, aoa that we don't want you 
behind us, we want you in front of us." 


Jerry RUBIN also stated that we are all “Mother F----- ~" and 
that frankly he did not know where to start or when to stop. 

He stated that he and the rest of his cohorts in the Conspiracy 
Trial would not have been released if the Bank of America had 
not been burned down is Isla Vista. He emphasized it was not 
Conspiracy 7, but Conspiracy 8 because whether the crowd wanted 
to believe it or not Bobby SEALE was right in there. With the 
Bank of America being burmed down, the govermment realized that 
this was pressure, Jerry RUBIN stated, "They are going to get 
a great deal of pressure." Jerry RUBIN spoke about Vice 
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President AGNEW and stated that AGNEW was having a revolution 
in his own living room. AGNEW'S daughter, Kim, had been busted 
for pot. He stated that AGNEW could not even control his own 
daughter. Source was unable to accurately report Jerry RUBIN'S 
speech as it was punctuated so many times by four-letter words. 
As he came to the conclusion of his speech someone behind him 
held up a picket sign which had printed on it, "Do It Now." 

At this point RUBIN made some reference to "Do IT Now’ himself. 


As he left the microphone, Irving SARNOFF came up and directed 
anyone who needed a ride to Santa Barbara to report to the 
sound truck. He also stated that there were many more candles 
and there would be a candlelight march around at least one or 
two of the government buildings inoluding City Hall. 


Raphael KOENIGSBERG told source that he believed they had not 
collected any more than $300 in the bag. At the beginning of 
the rally source was asked to collect for PAC, The sole 
contribution that source was able to tum in was 24 cents.

Milton REITZEN opened the meeting by indicating that basically 
there would be two points on the agenda. The first would be a 
discussion of the defense of Angela DAVIS and the second would 

be the political activity within the 29th Congressional District. 
REITZEN indicated that Ben DOBBS was supposed to be present at 
this meeting to give a report on the defense fof Angela Davis, but 
he had not arrived. A @eneral discussion was then held on the 
defense of Angela DAVIS ‘with Pierre MANDEL showing a paper 
entitled, BLACK CALL, which is published at LACC. In the last 
issue of BLACK CALL there had been a large amount of space devoted 
to the question of freeing Angela Davis. Pierre MANDEL indicated 
that at LACC committees are being formed now, one by the Student 
Body and one by the professors, to come out for the defense of 
Angela DAVIS. 


Ronald Reagan-5011 
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Pierre MANDEL then referred to the mimeograph sheet enclosed 

and stated that most of the work which has gone on around the 
petition to the United Nations on "Genocide" would now be shifted 
to the defense of Angela DAVIS. 


MANDEL said that most of his time was being devoted to calling the 
meeting on October 29 at 8:00 p.m., at 4602 Prospect, in which 
people from the area will be talking about the petition that 

will be presented to the United Nations. At that time there will 
be a motion on the floor to change the committee over to an Angela 
DAVIS Defense Committee. Names are needed to broaden out the 
defense of Angelia DAVIS. | % 


Clara LUTZ spoke and stated there was a need for telegrams to 
REAGAN, NIXON and Governor Rockefeller, on the question of 
setting Angela DAVIS free. There was further discussion around 
a large national defense committee which would be set up in the 
Los Angeles area. Each person in the room was expected to, in 
some way, contribute to that national defense committee. 


The chairman, Milton REITZEN, then moved the agenda to the question 
of the 39th Congressional District and reported that one of the 
main reasons the meeting had been called was because there had 
been a tremendous amount of conflict over the support of ROBERTI. 


Ethel BERTOLINI then spoke and stated that she was the one who 
brought up, in her club and in a conference, that the members from 
the East part of Los Angeles were calling Assemblyman ROBERTI a 
racist. ROBERTI has presented some of the most progressive 
legislation since he has been in the assembly. Secondly, he has 
cooperated with the left on many levels. Since he has been 
attacked by many of the Chicano activists in the East part of L.A., 
he has become quite vociferous against the left members participating 
in his campaign. As a matter of fact, Ethel said she had attended 
a coffee session at which he was present, and he knew that she is 
a member of the left. At that coffee session he indicated he 

no longer needed the left in his campaign. If anyone has done 
good things for the Mexican people, it has been he, continually 
representing them in Sacramento. Ronald Reagan-5012 


The next Speaker was belfino VARELA who stated that ROBERTI was 
one of the Assemblymen who was very actively engaged in attacking 
Richard CALDERON when he ran for the 29th Congressional seat. 
ROBERTI had been responsible for racist literature in which he 
indicated why he did not vote for CALDERON. ROBERTI'S Field Man 
has been actively participating in the campaign for DANIELSON, who 
is a former FBI Agent. For these things when the name racist has 
been hung on Roberti. When a person introduces legislation 

that is progressive and then on the other hand is a racist, he 

is classified as a racist. 
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Sol MONROY then gave an analysis of the possibility of Assemblyman 
ROBERTI running for the office of State Senator when Danielson 

wins the office of Congress for the 29th Congressional District. 

The 49th will possibly open up for the election.of a Chicano, but ~ 
a Roberti fieldman has already indicated that he will run for 

that office. | 


Leo BAEFSKY then spoke and stated that the CP's relationship 
with Roberti has been very bad. People who are participating 
in his campaign should have seen that the type of literature 
coming out of there should not have come out. Secondly, it 
should be called to Roberti‘'s attention that it was the left 
forces that put him into office.

Mike ABELES was the first speaker. He was from the SEATTLE 
LIBERATION Defendants. He spoke at some lenqth about his start 
in the movement, the oppression in the schools and the war in 
Vietnam. He ended up emphasizing that delegates should be sent 
from the United States to Hanoi to talk to the Viet Cong and to 
Sign their own Peace Treaties. These should be brought back to 
the American people, to the churches, to the schools and to 
various organizations. This he said was being organized now and 
would be taking place in the very near future. 


Marque NEAL gave a short speech starting first with a letter which 
he stated had come directly from Angela DAVIS. He stated that most 
of the people in the movement had probably heard by now that Angela 
was on a hunger strike. The reasons for her hunger strike were as 
follows: 

Ronald Reagan-5016 

(1) Only being able to shower once a day. 
(2) Only being allowed two hours recreation, 
(3) Solitary confinement. 

(4) Not allowed to read books which had been sent to her. 
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He stated that DAVIS had no faith in the American courts. 

She did have faith in the American people and the reason Huey 
NEWTON was on the streets today was not because of the American 
courts, but was in fact because of the pressure. which had been 

put on by the people. He stated that the first of many demonstrations 
would be taking place in New York October 25 at the residence of 
Governor Rockefeller. On Tuesday, 5:00 p.m. at the State Building 
in Los Angeles there would be another demonstration to protest 

the treatment of sister Angela DAVIS. He stated that the movement 
wanted as many people there as possible so that the workers coming 
out of the State Building at 5:00 p.m. would know what it was all 
about. He stated he would get in contact with the other people 

on the DEFENSE COMMITTEE TO FREE ANGELA DAVIS as soon as this 
meeting was over. 


Mike TIGAR spoke of the oppression in the Judicial System in the 
United States and said that instead of coming to meetings like this 
people would do much better to talk to each other and find out 
where it was really at. 


Mike. LERNER was the next speaker. He also spoke on Washington 
and the Peace Treaties and the delegates going to Hanoi. 


Rennie DAVIS' speech was very much the same as the speech he gave 
at the ILWU Hall on October 24, He spoke of repression in South 
Vietnam. He emphasized that there were tigar cages there with 
five people to a cage. He spoke about the food which they had 
been given. Then he touched on the Saigon Government. He stated 
that people who were in a movement and looking for a place to 

"get out of that movement, do something.” He referred to them 

as “spooks” and then he referred to Mr. Duke of the Saigon 
Government. He stated that DUKE publically made a statement that 
the Saigon Government should be overthrown, and there should be an 
uprising, and @ complete withdrawal of U.S. Troops. DAVIS skated 
that according to the Saigon Government these statements were 
treasonous. Duke had been flown back to Saigon. Without question, 
many important people, places and organizations had supported Mr. 


DUKES statement. ~ Ronald Reagan-5017 


DAVIS stated that before the presidential election in 1971 he 
expected to see these things happen. June 13, 1972 wouddpbe the 
deadline Nixon would get. There again, he stated, this deadline 
would be flexible. He stated that if Nixon would agree to do this 
immediately things would start happening. Prisoners would be home 
by Christmas. There would be an immediate cease fire tomorrow. 
There would be a provisional government in Saigon. Sigh, Key anda 
Kim (phonetic) had to be replaced immediately. Other than that 

the Saigon government would remain in tact. He stated that a 
country which had fought 25 years was now willing to accept minority 
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positions on the provisional government and this was fair 
enough and no one could question it. He spoke again about 
delegates going to Hanoi to sign their own Peace Treaties 

and completely bypass the Government. From this could come 
an organization to organize Campus Referendums. This would 
bring church organizers together and the Americans could 
ratify their own Peace Treaty with the people of Vietnam. He 
stated that May 1 was when Nixon stated there would be another 
troop withdrawal from Vietnam. This was just a token stance. 
May 1 is also the date of the Cambodian invasion by the U.S. 
He stated that May 1 would also be the "Peoples" ultimatum. 
He stated that on May 1,"We intend to stop the Government of 
the United States of America." 


Great emphasis was put on collectives by Rennie DAVIS. People 

in groups of five or ten should now organize themselves and 

start getting together $150 to $200. He stated that with 

that they would be able to purchase a car and to remember this 

car requires no insurance. All they had to do on May 3 was 

drive to Shirley Highway and stall their auto. In other words, 

it would break down. There would also be an automobile stail in 
on the main artery going to the CIA building. These demonstrations 
would not be one day demonstrations, but would be a continuous 
on-going thing. The movement intends to paralyze this country. 

At the same time, this movement would coordinate with Asia, Europe, 
Latin American countries and that the North Vietnamese would then 
send out an appeal to So. Vietnam to overthrow the Saigon Government. 
Rennie DAVIS stated that all groups primary focus should be on 
local issues--Examples: sexism, racism, political trials & 
particularly the trial of Angela DAVIS. This was not going and not 
intended to be a one-shot action. | 


The next speaker was Doug DOWD. He leaned heavily on the money bit. 
He stated that the movement needed money, that he was very sorry 

to see the cans which had been passed around this night not filled. 
We should take a can home with us and fill it. This was important 
as money is needed. 


The next speaker was a young girl, not identified, She announced 
that next week there was going to be a Halloween show. The emcee 
was Ronald Reagan. The guest of honor was Richard Nixon. The 
Star actor was Senator Murphy. She stated that free tickets could 
be obtained to the Anaheim Convention Center October 30, 4:00 to 
7:00 p.m. for anyone who wanted to contact the Republican Party. 
She then stated, "If you can't get inside to do your thing, 

there will be a peaceful, non-violent picket outside," 
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Elsie MONJAR stated that the fund raiser October 24 which was 

held at Herb MAGIDSON'S home had raised $1,000. She was very 

disappointed with the amount of money which had come from this 
meeting tonight. 


Irv SARNOFF stated that he had beem at the Embassy Auditorium 
the evening of October 24 -- something to do with the BLACK 
PANTHERS. ‘There were only approximately 200 at that meetin 
too.. He stated prior to this meeting starting this date that 
he really wished he could go back stage and not come out.

"On Sunday afternoon Nov. 22nd there was a mass 
raliy for ANGeLA DAVIS held at the First Unitarian Church 
which is located at 2936 W. 8th St. The meeting was 
sponsored by the Fellowship for Social Justice Committee in 
conjunction with the United Committee to Free Angela Davis. 
There was a capasity filled hall in the Fritchman Auditorium. 
of the Church and was composed of a well intergrated groupe 
of young & old - Black, Brown and white citizens in smypathy 
with the plight of Hiss DAVIS. The main speaker was one of 
the attorneys - handling the case. Mr. JOHN L. ABT. He 
described the charges etc. against Miss DAVIS & explained the 
necessity of a broad mass "peoples campaign" in conjunction 
with a good legal defense for Miss DAVIS. He told the crowd 
that ANGELA had lost a few pounds but had not lost spirit 
and had sent a letter to be read to the groupe where she 
urged continued struggle to free all political prisoners. He 
said that ANGELA was not guilty of the crimes she had been 
indicted. of & described her guilt as follows: ANGELA DAVIS 
is guilty of being "a black women, who showed she could make 
it in a "white masculine" America - without bowing down to the 
racist form of traditional type leaders & government bodies 
such as Gov REAGON etc. 

"He suggested that letters be sent to Governor 
ROCKEFELLOW, asking that he withdraw the warrant he has 
signed for ANGELA's return to the State of California. 


"Mrs. SHIRLEY WILLIAMS who is serving as chairman 
of the United Committee to Free Angela Davis appealed to the 
audience to get involved and to get others to help form a 
strong defense committee with at least one million sponsors. 
It was suggested that everyone use their own initiative and 
form committees of all kinds & sizes to fight for ANGELA's 
freedom. A black movie actor was on stage = he read one of 
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DUNBAR's poems as well as the letter from ANGELA. CORKY

1) Attorney JOHN ABT was the main speaker at the Communist Farty's 
Free ANGELIA DAVIS rally that was held at the First Unitarian Church of 
11/22/70. Since this is November 22, 1970, it should be noted that this dat 
is the 7th anniversary of the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY 
in Dallas, Texas. This factor can be properly noted in this report insofar 
as the alleged assassin of Pres. KENNEDY, LEE H. OSWALD, for whatever reasc. 
when held in custody by Dallas Police after being told that they accused =i 
of assassinating KENNEDY and Officer JEFFERSON D. TIPPET, apparently ccn- 
tacted JCHN ABT and asked ABT to represent him in trial court, Neither AE 
or any of the other speakers at the rally mentioned the assassination of 
President KENNEDY or LEE H. OSWALD today. 


2} This rally that the Communist Party coor@inated today is part ec? 4 
national Party effort to free ANGELIA DAVIS. Knowing of JOHN ABT, this re- 
porter wanted to see him for myself. When -this reporter arrived at the Firs 
Unitarian Church I was greeted by a comrade selling the Trotskyite Communis 
newspaper THE MILITANT, The Party charged everyone $1.00 to get in. The 
Party had gone to great extent to keep pecple from sneaking in through otre2 
exits or just not paying anything at all. The rally was held in Fritchman 
Auditorium, the main auditorium at the church. The rally commenced mostiy c 
time. Mr. CHRISTIANSON explained that they had to begin as soon as possib-s 
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since Mr. ABT had to catch an early plane out of Los Angeles and back to 
New York City.

3) JOHN ABT is an attorney practising law in New England. ABT is abo: 
45 or 50 years of age. When dressed in a suit ABT looks like any 20-year 
veteran of the FBI or Los Angeles Police Intelligence. CHRISTIANSON, when 
introducing ABT, noted that ABT had worked in the New Deal of President Frit 
KLIN D, ROOSEVELT and was originally a corporation lawyer. ABT has received 
more hate commentaries for having OSWALD contact him probably than for anv- 
thing else he has ever been connected with. ABT is known to be a member of 
the Communist Party's New England District. ABT stated that he is now re- 
presenting the legalistic interests of ANEGLIA Y. DAVIS. ABT stated that th 
case against ANGELIA DAVIS that has been represented so far by the Californ 
authorities is marked by a lack of evidence against her. ANGELTA DAVIS is 
the former UCLA Philosophy Departmental instructor and C.P. member who the 
Marin County District Attorney says was involved in the famous gun fight in 
Which a judge was killed when black revolutionists tried to free several 
prisoners. Miss DAVIS was arrested by the FBI in New York City after leavin: 
a trail behind her that the FBI picked up in Miami, Fla,, area. ABT stated 
that when Miss DAVIS was being held in New York for unlawful flight Gov. ==. 
GAN sent papers to Gov. ROCKEFELLER requesting that Miss DAVIS be sent back 
to California. He said that these papers are known as an affidavit. He sais 
that an affidavit is supposed to contain evidence in extradition cases that 
the defendant committed a particular crime. He said that Gov. ROCKEFELLE? 
had 30 days to rule on the matter. He said that the affidavit that REAGAN 
sent ROCKY had know particular evidence at all in it. He said that ROCKY 
Signed it within 24 hours anyway despite its lack of evidence. He then said 
that this showed how the REAGAN-ROCKEFELIER ruling class was after Miss DAT 
for shaking a black fist at them. He said that the Merin County Grand Jury 
then handed down an indictment against Miss DAVIS and new extradition paver:

There was a telephone call réece 6 ~pron Mike LEE; no one seemed 

to want to talk to him. The gry person who spoke with him was 

Stan DiORIO. There is aMetf{ca ‘on the bullentin board in the PAC 
office stating that thée\Pse and ‘the People to People Peace Treaty 
have declared that MEKASEE\DPs wanted and dangerous. In a telephone 
conversation this,date with Hisie MONJAR, MONJAR stated that there 
was no point in Hai a oordinator for PAC when that coordinator 
was unable to be yetened. When Mike LEE called this date and was 
asked why and @pére.he had been, he stated that he had been receiving 
all his teleph @\calls at his home. 





The Actions Committee was chaired by Jamie NEWTON. He stated that 
some Of the targets which would be hit on May 5th would be: Bank 
of America, City Hall, Welfare Department, Federal Building, and 
standard Oil.

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The question was raised as to whether the leafleting in these build-. 
ings could be done and whether we could leaflet in private buildings. . 
A suggestion was made that the ACLU be contacted to clarify this 

and possibly to print up a statement which could be given to every 
individual who met at the staging area, which would be City Hall. 
These leaflets could be given to individuals and as they were stopped 
or harrassed by the police, tne leaflets could be handed to the 
police. The leaflets, of course, would give each individuals! rights. 


Parking lots and bus schedules were also discussed. SARNOFF stated 
that he didn't think bus schedules would be any problem if people 
had to find their own way down there. SARNOFF tnen stated that 
automobile blockages of streets could be done. He stated tnat he 
would not advocate this publicly; it would be something that each 
individual should think about as to raising their own level of 
commitment. 


The Board of Education was then brought under discussion. NEWTON 
stated we needed a complete physical lay out of this bullding. 

How many offices were in it and where the Board of Education was 
located. NEWTON then asked if anyone would go into this building 
prior to the next meeting of this committee for a physical layout 
to find out which offices were the busiest and at which time. 
PERRY stated that she would take charge of the Board of Education, 
Rick TUTTLE stated that since he worked for the Welfare Department, 
he would take the responsibility for the layout of the Welfare 
Department. 


The State Buillding then came under discussion. There are 2 State 
Buildings. Jamie NEWTON suggested that a layout of the busiest 
one should be taken. PERRY again volunteered for this. NEWTON 
stated that he thought she could take charge of the 2 of them in 
one day. He also suggested that sne check the directory on the 
main floor and find out which offices were in tnis building. 


The question was then raised by Dick BUNCE as to how many people 

we would expect on this day (May 5th). SARNOFF stated that people 
should not be kept in one location, but should in fact be moved 
around. Better yet, they should be organized into teams of maybe 

19 people to hit one particular office. NEWTON suggested a telephone 
booth communication where certain individuals could be placed at 
strategic telephone booths from the staging area to the various 
action locations. He stated that this had been done very effectively 
at one time by the Communications Committee. 


Automobile blockages were again brought under discussion. Several of 
the group members felt that if automoblies were used to biock certain 
Strategic streets, this could create problems for the movement 
because then, in effect, our own people would be blocked. SAKNOFF 
then stated that people could park illegally. The unidentified 
female discussed whetner whe Police Department could pick up all 

the cars or not. Ronald 
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Ray HENDERSON discussed Corporate Frlorities and at this point 
Dick BUNCE stated that he didn't know that a committee like this 
had been in operation and that he felt that he should get together 
With HENDERSON for approximately 2-3 hours. HENDERSON stated that 
this was a good ldea; this would tie in the Standard O1l boycott 
along with Corporate Priorities. HENDERSON alse stated that the 
Bank Of America officlals were getting extremely touchy and ex- 
tremely hot around the collar. 


Jamie NEWTON then suggested that for the May 5th Action there 
Should be training sessions ana role playing. Several individuals 
could be brought together prior to May 5th; some individuals could 
take the roles of administrators and others could take the roles 
of movement people. He also discussed actions at the Banks of 
America; opening bank accounts and then going in to close them the 
following day. He stated this would be extremely good because 
when the bank refuses to close the account, the news media could 
immediately be called asking, “What's happening to the Bank of 
America; are they going broke?" 


Stan DiORIO then stated that Jane FONDA in her speech at Valley 
otate and other campuses had placed no emphasis on May Sth. He 
thought someone should talk to FONDA and tell her to emphasize 
May 5th actions in downtown Los Angeles, otherwise, the students 
possibly would not go down there. 


SARNOFF then suggested that the ecology pecple also be brought into 
this task force. He emphasized that the task force for the week 

of May actions was not just going to be for that particular thing; 
it would be an ongoing thing throughout the summer. He stated the 
system could handle demonstrations but he did not think that they 
would be able to handle the May Sth action. He then stated that 
the Cops and the system would not know who had legal business in 
government offices on that particular day or not. He also suggested 
that the Los Angeles Committee for the Defense of the Bill of 
Rights should be contacted in order to obtain bail for those in- 
dividuals who decided civil disobedience was their bag. He stated 
that individuals should be contacted in order to organize and 
establish guerilla theaters, 


SARNOFF stated tne action at Hollywood Bowl was an organizing tool 
primarily to get people out on the streets for the 3rd, 4th, and 

Sth. Hach individual arriving at the Bowl would be given a bunch 

of leaflets and instructions as to what should be done on the following 
three days. He stated 1t was extremely important for people to go: 
into povernment offices and rap and engage peuple there in discussions 
on the war. NEWTON stated that when he urrived at the government 
offiees with his gas mask on, because he couldn't talk through it 

and they wouldn't know what he was saying, that Lt should cauSe some 
Kind of chaus, Ronald 
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Dick BUNCE then reported on the Standare CLT waveott. He stated 
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that this task force committee which he headed, was not very active 
at the present time but could be activated very quickly. He asked 
for a commitment of many people to go into the Standard O11 offices, 
He stated the location of this would be on Clympic Blivd in LA, He 
also told SARNOFF that he hadn't understood the actions on May 5th 
and thought of them only as demonstrations; this was oné of the 
eae he was worried about the span of time from 1000 hrs to 

i600 hrs. 


SARNOFF stated unemployment offices should not be entered. If it 
stopped people from getting their unemployment checks 1t could 

turn them in the wrong direction. However, unemployment offices 
should be very heavy leafleted, He then came back to the Standard 
OL1 discussion and stated that people could start off by going into 
Standard O11 offices asking, "Where do I turn in my credit cardf@" 
They would be directed, undoubtedly, from one individual to another, 
When they got through with doing this they could then ask to be 
directed to the Public Relations department to explain why they 

had turned in thelr credit carda. 


The next meeting of this task force was set up April 10, 1971 at 
the PAC office at 1600 hrs. Jamie NEWTON stated that in order to 
arrive back in time to attend this meeting he possibly would have 
to take a plane back from San Francisco. 


Between 2100 hrs and 2130 hrs, Jane FONDA and Donald SUTHERLAND 
arrived at the PAC office. Thev spoke very briefly in the office 
with Irving SARNOFF, They then went either into the hall or into 

the Peace Treaty office. SARNOFF was gone approximately five minutes; 
when he returned both FONDA and SUTHERLAND had left. Stan DLORIO 
asked SARNOFF if Donald SUTHERLAND was committed to the movement. 
SARNCFF replied, "very deeply so." 


The meeting did not start until approximately 2115 hrs. At approximatel.: 
2235 hrs SARNOFF put everything in his brief case and appeared to

1) "New Leftist" activity and events continue to occur in Los Angeles 
on a regular basis, The term New Leftist is used only as & general identi- 
fying word denoting a type of action. Not all activity described or 
occurring is, however, necessarily part of the New Left. Much of it is 
Old Leftist, | 


2) Activists of the Left are currently involved in promoting disorder 
et San Fernando Valley State College and the Surrounding area, News reports 
refer to the demonstrators as students. Investization reveals that not all 
of the marchers are students at SFVSC or anywhere else. Some of the marcher 
are regulars of the street action movement. One marcher, AARON EAYE, mana- 
ges to make 96% of all demonstrations, Other protestors are part of the 
ratating-like set of protestors from the Peace Action Council force. One 
marcher, JAMES FRED BERLAND, manages to be present at SFVSC one day and 
at LACC bhe next day. Some persons believe that the protests at VSC could 
be the beginning of the o1d 5.D.5.-C.P. chaos that spread in the schools 
in 1968-1969. BERLAND is a so-called former Party member who was then 
active in C.P. and S.D.S. BERLAND's former Party status is probably not 
true. The Party avpears to have a mechanism in which a known Party member 
goes through the motions of dropping out of the Party, and does in fact 
drop out of certain activity, but continues to secrely bein the Party and 
carry out missions, BERLAND is no stranger to covert activity. According 
to Marxist FBI Informant WILLBIAM T. DIVALE in "I Lived Inside the Campus 
Revolution,” BERLAND was at onetime UCLA's delegate to the N.S.A, as a 
Young Democrat even though he was a Party member, and this Party status was 
not known. In less covert actions, BERLAND helped direct the P.A.C.'ts 
rLO Days to Shake the Empire" protests. Since the CIA once infiltrated and 
controlled the N.S.A. (National Students Assn.}, the CIA probably has a fii 
on BERLAND, including his contacts with CIA undercover agents. 


3} on 5/7/71 at the First Unitarian Churches Channing Hall at &,00 P.M, 
the Fellowsrip for Social Justice presented as Symposium on the Mideast 
Conflict. The F57 is a Communist Party Front Group. The FSJ is run by 
BETTY ROTGER, a C.F. security officer, if you can cail this criple that, 
PETER CHRISTIANSON was the coordinator, or chairman. CHRISTIANSON is 
suprosed to sveak at a church service soon on the evils of the FBT. The 
Party's security force on hand had as muscle 3 Negro males, two old and one 
young. These party muscle men, some carry canes, would not be effective 
against ex-Green Berets or well trained paramilitarists. Speakers included 
BOB KAUFMAN of the Party, JAY or JACOB BENDER of the Jewish Radical Comm., 
Atty. GEORGE SHITBLEY, and JAY HURVITZ of the Radical Zionist Alliance. 
BENDER's area of operations is LACC. BENDER is a Marxist Sochtlist who fa- 
vers the State of Israel. A donation of a dollar was collected by ROTGER. 


The Jewish Radical Comm. passed out a leaflet announcing an ppeoming 
meeting at the Ashgrove on May 16, 1971. The Asherove is a facility which 
could be going out of business, The owner. ED FPERAL (PEARL), recently 
touched off a labor strike and conflict when he gave a female a soecalled 
karate kick. PEARL has been taking karate lesstons with a group that learns 
from Cautroite Comrade VICENTE. PEARL is not 4 karate expert, but only a 


beginuing learner. A real. karateman would not do what he did.

"ky Some of the people attending this may have 2. late. If they did, 
it could be because they were watching the new LES CRANE show on channel 
28, called "Rapping Up the Week." CRANE's guests on this 7.30--8&.30 show 
on Friday night on 5/7/71 included ROBERT SCHEER, REX WESTERFIELD, 

the D,A. in Qrange County, ALAN CRANSTON, CHARLES BRAGG. 


CRANE's most interesting guests probably are SCHEER and WEHSTERFIFLD. 
SCHEER is one of the few real "insiders" of the street action movement. 
His contacts range from CPUSA to Cheirman Mao himself. SCHEER may also 
have contacts if not good information on the Round Table Organization, 
which partly acts to keep the s/a/m to do the things that can help the 
top international bankers, WESTERYFIELD, on the other hand, is the top 
man in the L.A. County Birch Society, and is officially the Society's 
Public Relations Director for the West Coast. WESTERFIELD was real cool 
on this show, He Knows something about SCHEER's insider actions, as does 
GARY ALLEN, an ex-ADA type Liberal who has written about g6HER for the 
Birch Society. RW-(REX WESTER.) sat and mostly Listened while the others 
talked. BRAGG called for the abolition of private property. BRAGG is the 
Valley IRVIN SARNOFF, and is active in Valley Peace Center. RW did talk 
when the subject cf Gov. REAGAN not paying his taxes came up. RW stated 
that REAGAN's case of not paying his state income taxes, however legally, 
is childsplay. He pointedout that Gov. NELSON ROCKEFELIER only paid about 
$700 in taxes (federal) about two years ago, SCHTER stated that the super- 
rich write their own laws so that the middle class will have to pay mostiy 
while the rich will not. SCHEER baamed this on the progressive income tax 
laws. RW stated that the progressive income tax was a Marxist action. 
SCHEER agreed that the Insiders of international finance had patterned it 
off of Marxist activity and writings. SCHEER and RW agreed that the income 
tax should go, be done away with, since it is t&nfair to the middle and poo 
classes. SCHEER said that this was a misuse of Marxism in so many words, 
and RW stopped or was stopped right there. SCHEER stated that he was, in 
SO many words, impressed with the Birchers concentration on Marxism am 
that "I might even join the John Birch Society." SCHEER may have half meant 
this, or he may have been trying to play the Far Right against the Near 
Right Establishment-leaning types CRANE also hadon. RW also plugged the 
NAKED CAPITALIST by former special agent for the FBI W. CLEON SKOUSEN. 
Maybe R.W. gave SCHEER a copy of it and his card in case SCHEER was serious 
SCHEER, and WESTERFIELD, and SKCUSEN, and New Lefteists all agree that the 
Bankers are running America. The banking families set up dynasties that 
create central banks in nations, leaving one family controlling more than 
one country, if they are like ROTHCHILDS. The other Ranks, like Bank of 
América, are involved in decision making. Both SCHEER and RW were talking 
about giving power to the people instead of to the unelected and ultrarich 
who spend money but pay little taxes,
